HEROISM MARKS

Sullivan, Ind., February 20.—Six- 
teen bodies had been taken out of 
the city coal company’s mine at Sul- 
livan this evening and were identi- 
fied. 

Officials halted the recovery work 
temporarily in order to reesfa> lish 
the ventilating system, which had 
been wrecked by the explosion. ‘The 
after-damp made continuation of ex- 
ploration of the wrecked interior 
hazardous.

BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Sullivan, Ind., February 20.—In 
an explosion of gas that wrought the 
greatest mine disaster in the history 
of the Indiana coal fields, 51 men are 
believed to have been killed almost in- 
stantly at 10:45 o'clock this morning 
in the City Coal company mine on the 
outskirts of this city. 

There were 121 miners in the mine 
at the time of the explosion, which 
oceurred in the third and fourth en- 
tries north, where most of the men 
wert*at work who were killed. Res- 
cue crews went to work at once, and 
the rescue team of the United States 
bureau of mines at Vincennes, Ind., 
reached the scene of the disaster by 
motor truck at 11:45 o’clock, one hour 
after the terrific explosion. They 
were on the bottom with 35 minutes 
after arrival. 

No Chance Men Are Alive. 

C. O. Thomas. check-weightman at 
the mine, the officials of the mine and 
rescue workers all were of the opinion 
that there is no possible chance of the 
men being alive. 

The work. of bringing out the dead 
proceeded slowly, the bodies being 
brought singly. Rescue workers were 
handicapped by fumes of gas which 
flooded the mine immediately after 
the explosion. 

Tremendous crowds thronged the 
scene soon after the word of the dis- 
aster spread throughout the town, 
and surrounding communities and 
automobiles were parked. along the 
rgads leading to the shaft for a dis- 
tance of several miles. 

Wives, Children Crowd Entrance. 

Wives and children of miners em- 
ploved in the shaft crowded about, 
sceking information, and groups of 
wailing, sobbing women and children 
elustered about as the news was 
troken that 51 of the men were 
known to be dead. 

Sheer courage and heroism marked 
the work of rescuers who braved 
the deadly fumes of gas ‘and descend- 
ed time after time into the mine to 
bring out the dead. Many were over- 
come aml several were carried from 
the mine. <A food station for the re- 
lief of rescue workers and others was 
established. The Red Cross erected 
9 tent early in the afternoon. 


Most authentic reports of the dis- 
aster were that the explosion occurred 
when miners either cut into aban-

Washington, February 20.—Muscle 
Shoals legislation received a setback 
today in the senate. 

President Cummins sustained the 
point of order raised against the con- 
ferenee report by Senator Norris, re- 
publican, Nebraska, on the ground 
that the conferees had violated sen- 
ate rules by inserting new matter. 

Senator Underwood, democrat, Ala- 
bama, author of the bill to lease the 
great Tennessee river plant in his 
state, immediately appealed from this 
ruling, but debate on the appeal still 
was unfinished when the senate re- 
cessed late in the day until noon to- 
morrow. 

Pleases Opponents. 

Should the senate sustain Presi- 
dent Cummins, the bill must go back 
to conference bteween the senate and 
house for another rewriting. WPro- 
ponents. of the measure hope this 
work might be completed within two 
or three days, but with the end of 
the session now in sight, opponents 
believed there was ‘brighter prospect 
for failure of the legislation. 

Senatar Cummins, in upholding the 
contention made by Senator Norris 
when the conference report was taken 
up early this week, entirely disre- 
garded the text of the house  biii. 
which would have accepted Henry 
Ford’s now withdrawn offer to lease 
Muscle Shoals. He did this, he ex- 
plained, because it would riot be fair 
to claim that the two houses :in their 
original action “agreed upon any 
point or upen anything.” 

Explains Points of Order. 

“In the judgment of the chair,” 
Senator Cummins’ said, “the points 
of order must depend upon a compuar- 
ison of the senate bill with che re- 
port of the conference committee 
There can be no doubt’ that the 
changes made in the senate bill ip 
conference are germane in a_ broad 
general sense to the subjects dealt 
with in the senate bill.” 

Asserting that he did not want to 
be understood as holding that every 
change made in the senate bill by the 
conferees constituied new mutter, Sen- 
ator Cummins said that in order to 
bring the change within the gpirit 
of the rule new matter must be of 
substantial import. He added that 

many such changes appeared in tu 
conference report,” and for that rea- 
son he sustained the noints of order. 

In appealing from the decision of 
the chair, Senator Underwood asked 
the presiding officer to point out pro- 
visious’ in the bill against which his 
ruling was directed so the conferees 
could be governed accordingiy, but 
Senator Cummins reiterated a Tfe- 
fusal to do fhat, snuying that he 
might be called to a rule upon a 
similar point of order against the 
rewritten bill.

Though the agreement reached by 
the second opium conference at Ge- 
neva falls short of fhe requirements 

set by congress 
for American 
adhesion, one 
thing is mantl- 
fest. 

The confer- 
ence has succeed- 
ed in a marked 
way in a diree- 
tion where help 
was greatly 
needed. It has 

been an agency for creating am in- 
formed public opinion without which 
no treaty or law can hope to be ef- 
fective. Furthermore, some of the 
administrative and regulative meas- 
ures devised, such as the central 
board, are an advance upon the pro- 
visions of The Hague convention of 
1912, and other and more venture- 
some steps are sure to come as the 
result of the deliberations at Geneva 
during the past three months. In 
the meantime obstacles to a more 
satisfactory agreement are in_ part 
inherent in the situation as ft ex- 
ists and not due solely to culpable 
reluctance to surrender revenue. For 
instance, the moment Turkey and 
Persia, which produce the bulk of 
medicinal opium, are invited to re- 
strict their output, they are seriously 
embarrassed. Jf without further ado, 
they were to comply, the simple peas- 
ants who grow the poppy would suf- 
fer the loss of their livelihood.

In their con- 
versations, during the progress of the 
war, the name of Captain English had 
become familiar to me and had a 
boy’s curiosity to see so vrave a sol- 
dier and splendid a man ws they de- 
clared him to be. and so when he came 
home I was fascinated by his face and 
the fame of his services as a Confed- 
erate soldier. 

He seemed amused by my _ hero- 
worship and rewarded it by making 
me his favorite messenger to carry 
notes and little gifts of fruit and 
| “<tore-bought” candy to “Miss Em.” 
his intended wife, as she afterwards 
became. 


Locating in Atlanta. 

Griffin, at the close of the war, wis 
not a promising place for a money- 
less man. Captain English, without a 
trade or a profession, soon saw that 
he would have to find a field where 
“hustle’—his only  eapital—would 
count to his profit. Atlanta, active 
as the military center of federal opera- 
tions in Georgia, seemed the nearest 
and most promising place for adven- 
ture. 

So Captain English said “so long” to 
his friends in Griffin—such as Gilman 
J. Drake, Captain John White, Col- 
onel Nat Hammond. ‘Thur Manley. 
John L. Doyal, A. D. Nunnally and 
scores of others—and set ais face to- 
ward Atlanta. As I remember it. on 
the score of economy, he intended te 
march to Atlanta over the crosst{es, 
but Captain Lit Bloodworth, conduc: 
‘tor on the Macon and Western road, 
wouldn't stand for that and insisted 
‘upon Captain English being his guest 
on the train—and thus he came, 

His First Job. 

The city was full of federal offi- 
cials, troops, parolled Confederates 
and refugee negroes from “all over.” 

Jobs for civilians were scarce and 
applicants for them were many. Cap- 
tain English wanted one in a hurry 
ang no foolish pride hampered him. 
Bloodworth introduced him te the 
maneger of the old National hotel, 
who, because Bloodworth as a. pas- 
'senger conductor could heip the hotel 
patronage, agreed to take on Captein 
English as the leokout and marker for 
the billiard room. ‘There the federal 
officers were accustomed to play their 
games, day and night, and there for 
some time Captain English, the ex- 
Contederate lero, fa;thfully kept tab 
on and for some of the men against 
whom he had but recently led his gricn, 
gray veterans. 

Soon on His Own. 

But as soon as he could save a 
stake from his wages he quit the bil- 
liard parlor, went across Peachtree 
street and opened a small shop of his 
own and thus began that long and 
successful business career which, for 
sixty years, is a red-letter record in 
the history of Atlanta.

OUR VESTIGIAL TOE NAILS. 

The gall sac, the appendix, the ton- 
sils, the wisdom teeth, all of us can 
and many of us do live happily or 
happier without these, vestigial struc- 
tures. However useful these rem- 
nants may have been in an earlier 
stage of human development, certain 
it is that they serve no essential pur- 
pose in the economy of modern civil- 
ization unless it be to teach cultists 
that plain ordinary 
geons and dentists are an indispen- 
sable factor in the struggle for ex- 
istence. 

Much as I hate to seem to be rush- 
ing the evolution of the white race, I 
am constrained to say that the time is 
now ripe to consign yet another de- 
generate appendage to the growing 
scrap heap. Our toe nails as toe nails 
are doomed. Their service in climb- 
ing. foraging and fighting is only a 
subeonscious memory of the human 
race, and their sole remaining fune- 
tion, that of protection, has 
taken over by the footwear of civil 
ized mankind. 

Like the other appendages which 
have outworn their usefalness, the 
toe nails, in passing, hurt us a good 
deal more than properly used organs 
should. There are few human afflie- 
tions’ more annoying than that which

nail, This a misnomer like “in- 
growing’ hairs and “ingrowing’ eye- 
None of these really grows 
The swelling, inflammation, 
infection or thickening of tissue im- 
mediately surroundng maks the nail, 
‘hair or eyelash appear to be “grow- 
ing in.” 

Ingrowing toe nail is caused by the 
pressure of ill fitting or ill shaped 
shoes against the side of the toe. 

A good deal of fanciful advice has 
heen given about the manner of trim- 
ming the toe nail. It is of no par- 
ticular importance. The _ simplest 
way, straight across or a slight round- 
ed cut is all right. ot is unwise to 
attempt to cut out the edge or the 
corner of the nail. It is useless to 
attempt to influence the growth or 
shape of the nail by scrap:ng it to a 
thin shell. 

The skin—which really overgrows 
the edges of the nail, may be ¢crawn 
away from the edge by carefully ap- 
plying to the-clean dry skin a little 
strip of adhesive plaster which is car- 
ried spirally around the toe and ends 
on the upper surface of the base of 
the toe, 

When there is a mass of “proud 
flesh” (red granulation tissue) in the 
groove, this should be ent away by 
the surgeon (it has no sensation) or 
destroyed by the application of astrin- 
gents. One good plan is to keep the 
eroove powdered with burnt alum. 

No permanent cure of ingrowing 
nail can be expected if the victim 
continues to wear improper shoes.
